All those in the ballroom had toy -: as 
balloons over their heads, fastened in 
their hair or to their collars. The men 
in the wheelbarrows held ‘“sparklers,”’ 
wands which in burning threw off a 
multitude of sparks without any flame. 

One of the sparks touched Mrs, Het- 
zel’s balloon, and it exploded with a 
sharp report. The flimsy bows in her 
hair caught fire, and the dancers, turn- 
ing in terror toward the commotion at 
the door, saw her rise with a cry of 
alarm, clasping her hands to her head. 

Mrs. Manley’s evebrows were singed 
and Julius T. Rombauer, who stood 
near, suffered in the same way. Dr. A. 
G. Wichmann beat the fire out with 
his hands, which were scorched as he 
did so. 

No One Badly Hurt. 

After the confusion had subsided and 
it was found that no one was much 
hurt, those who had been burned or 
singed retired to dressing rooms for re- 
pairs and the cotillion continued. 

The affair was the annual dance of 
the club, and William Dee Becker, its 
president, who led, planned the figures, 
declared by the 100 couples in attend- 
ance the prettiest and most unique in 
the history of the club.

Government Renews Hearings 
in Suit to Annul Monop- 
oly’s Charter. 


RAILWAY FAVORS TOLD 
Witness Tells of Official Tar- 
iffs Ignored for Com- 
pany’s Shipments.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—In laying 
the foundation of its case against the 
Standard Ot) Co., in the sult for the 
annulment of the company’s charter, 
the Government continued today the 
examination of E. Dana Durand, dep- 
uty commissioner of corporations, “be- 
fore Judge Franklin Ferriss. 

Mr. Durand had presented, in his tes- 
timony, the various freight tariffs filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion relating to the rates paid by the 
Standard Oil Co. for the transportation 
of oil, particularly from Whiting, Ind., 
to Evansville, Ind., and East St. Louis. 

Kellogg Alleges Rebatc. 

The tariffs, termed official, showed 
that the rates on oil was generaliy Ilc 
per .undred pounds. The contention of 
the Government’s counsel, Frank B. 
Kellogg, was that the railroads gave 
the Standard Oil Co. a rebate, or a spe- 
clal rate, which made the rate paid by 


the Standard Oil Co. no more than 8% 
cents per hundred pounds, and in some 
instances not more than 6 cents per 
hundred pounds. On one rebate, Mr. 
Kelllogg said, the Standard saved 
$30,000. 

At the beginning of his examination 
today, Mr. Durand testified in the 


course- of an identification of certain 
official tariffs of the Chicago & East- 
ern Illinois Ratlroad, that while the 
Shipments of oil were way billed at 11 
cents per hundred, a part of the ship- 
ments were at 8% cents per hundred 
and the balance at 6 cents per h-tndred. 


Collection Vouchers Jugglied. 

Mr. Durand explained that the collec- 
tion vouchers of the railroad, which he 
exhibited, showed what actually was 
paid by the Standard Oil for such ship- 
ments as he referred to was less than 
the rate fixed in the official tariffs 
filed with the commission. 

Mr. Durand testified that Athens, 
Blue Ridge, Columbus and Elberton, in 
Georgia; Humboldt, Springfield and Mc- 
Kenzie, in Tennessee, and Eufaula, in 


Alabama, took the rate of 6 cents per 
hundred pounds on oil from Whiting, 
Ind., although the regular tariff rate 
was ll cents. 

In the course of Mr. Durand’s testi- 
mony he presented some official docu- 
ments of the Chicago & Eastern Iilli- 
nols Railroad which bore memoranda 
in red ink. 

Mr. Rosenthal, counsel for the Stand- 
ard, objected to any memoranda, made 
by an unknown person and without au- 
thority not definitely shown. 

“If these memoranda are inserted in 
the tariffs,"’ said Mr. Rosenthal, “we 
Want opportunity to examine the indi-+ 
vidual who made them.”’ 

Mr. Kellogg, counsel for the Gov- 
ernment, retorted that he would show 
the connection and responsibility of 
the railroad company with the mem- 
oranda, and, if he did not, the testi- 
“ven could be rejected at a later 

me, 


Most Rates Lowere 

In continuing his’ testiffiony Mr. 
Durand said that in nearly every in- 
stance the actual rate paid by the 
Standard was less than the rates fixed 
in the tariffs of the Chicago & East- 
ern Illinois road. 

The witness submitted a copy of an 


account between the Eastern Illinois 
and the Standard Oil Co. for oil 
shipped from Whiting to Evansville, 
Ind., between Feb. 1 and 15, 1900. This 
ace ount showed a collection from the 
Standard of 8% cents per 100, while 
the waybills contained a rate of 11 
cents per 100. 

“We think the waybills showed a 
rate of 8% cents,” insisted Attorney 
Rosenthal.

It is to be regretted that a sense of official 
duty impels Attorney-General Hadley to take 
an appeal to the Supreme Court of the United 
States In the case of the new Missouri law for- 
feiting the charters of non-resident corporations 
which remove cases against them from the State 
to the Federal courts.

It was supposed to be an easy way of accomplish- 
ing ends which in regular course might involve 
time, ingenuity and labor. 

On the same principle states might as well at- 
tempt to prohibit or to penalize interstate com- 
merce, or to supervise the Postoffice, or to deny 
appeals to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, or to dicker with consular agents of for- 
eign governments or to interdict national. banks. 
A right possessed by anybody under the Const!tu- 
tion of the United States cannot be taken away 
by a State, no matter what the motive of the 
State may be. 

If there were more men in our State legisla- 
tures possessing brains and character demagogic 
expedients of this description would not be re- 
sorted to with such frequency. Most of the as- 
semblymen who voted for this measure knew that 
it was a humbug, but they did not have honesty 
and couragé enough to say so. To gain a’ little 
applause they have subjected the State to ridi- 
cule and expense. 2 

As matters gtand the Missouri nullification case 
is likely to be the first to reach the Supreme 
Court, and so this State will have the evil distinc- 
tion of raising an issue which even the seces- 
sionists would have hesitated to espouse. It is 
within the power of Mr. Hadley to stop the non- 
sense where it is, and he ought to do it.
